Some disturbances have taken place at 
Rouen, and the local press appeals to the 
people to maintain order. 

A convention has been signed restoring the 
railway, postal and telegraph service through- 
out France. 

The German army of occupation is now sup- 
plied with provisions by the French Commis- 
aariat, and requisitions have ceased. 

The Vacating. 

BERLIN, March 18.—A decree dated on the 
5th inst., just publiehed, abolishes the goy- 
ernorships of Versailles, Nancy and Rheims, 
the duties of which are transferred to the 
military commanders. The Germans have 
also relinquished the administration of affairs 
in the occupied departments of France, 50 far 
as education and religion are concerned, re- 
serting, bowever, the right to resume it in 
case the French arrangement proves unsatis- 
factory. The Germans retain the menage- 
ment Of pestal, :ailroad and telegrapbic ser- 
viees in those portions of France held by 
them. 

The North German Gazette Official says, 
editorially, that, unless France protects the 
peaceful German citizens returning to their 
avocations and- residences in that country, re- 
prisals must be made by the Germans. 

The malcontents of the Natsonal Guards at 
Montmartre have given in to the authorities 
and returned all cannon in their possession. 
The city is quiet.

The City of New Orleans and the State 
of Louisiana Both Bankrupt, 


[N. Y. Times New Orleans Letter.) 


As the capitalists and merchants of New 
York are deeply interested in knowing the 
true state of tivancial affairs bere, they shail 
be truthfully informed. Since the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature, on the 31 inst., the 
fact is beginning to be apparent that this city 
and State are bapkrupt and insolvent. In 
epite of the constitutional prohibition, which 
was adopted by a vote of the people of the 
State at the election of November last, that 
the limit of the State indeb edness should not 
be greater than the sum of twenty-five mul- 
millions of dollare, the late Leyislature has 
exceeded this limit by five million dollars. 
This was done, too, by means of open and 
unblusbing rag? and corruption. The 
members of both Houses, with the exceptien 
of perhaps about twenty, are saidto have 
realized from ten thousand dollars to fifteen 
thousand dollars each from the votes which 
were purchasea by parties interested in the 
plundering schemes before them, and which 
were given accordinglv.

The Philosophy of Diet in Health and 
Disease—A Paper Read before the 
Louisville College of ‘Physic 
cians and Sargeons by its 
President, Dr. Le. PF. 
Yandell. 


A DISCTUSSION BY THE MEMBERS, 


All organisms and possess in their 
normal condition the power of 2 art tpn 
c 


into dextrine and sugar, and th 

and albumipous matters, form the speeoyiee 
by which the germ is nourished. Developed 
into a plant by caloric, it sends its plumule 
into the air to be further affec by e heat 
and light oP a a weed te into the 
earth for gment and for fresh sapplies of 
food. The leaves on acquiring s green color 
acquire with it also the capacity to drink in 
and decom the carbonic of the sur- 


rounding air,and the roots see, 
with silicates and proeph ates, from the soil. 
Regulated in its development by the law of 
‘‘each after its kind,’’ the embryo plant grows 
up into a perfect similitude of the parent 
tree. Thet is preserved through the ages 
by this germinal force imparted by the parent. 
Its growth is due to the caloric which it re- 
ceives, and which it has the power of apply- 
ing, in its own peculiar fashion, to the con- 
struction of its fabric after its own predeterm- 
ined t The » Which is but a speck 
| of matter, assimilating to its structure as it is 
developed the inorganic matters in its neigh- 
borhood, becomes in time the giant oak, of 
which it may be truly eaid: 

Time was when, settling on its leaf, a fiy 

Might shake it to its base: and time bas been 

When tempests could not. 

Heat is the force which wrought the change; 
for during all the centuries of its growth its 
increase bas in winter. At every pe- 
riod of its existence caloric has been to it the 
developmental! principle. : 

The animal germ, like the vegetable, is sup- 
phed by the parent organism with nutritive 
matter, a8 it also derives from them its germ- 
inal capacity. In the eggs of reptiles, and 
especially of birds, this store of aliment is 
ample, and the embryo subsists upon it dur- 
irg the stage ot its development. But, unlike 
plante which, when the stock of food laid up 
in the seed is exbausted, have the power of 
feeding upon inorganic compounds, animals 
first and last require organic matters for na- 
triment. Inthe egg the young bird or rep- 
tile finds, with the albumen, oil and phospho- 
rus and lime, sulphur and potasb; in a word, 
all the materials necessary to its orvavization. 
The heat essential to the metamorphosis of 
these substances into the animal tissues is 
aftorded in the birds by the incubating pa- 
rent; the vital heat of the mother »‘ecoming 
the organizing or vital force of her young. 
The eggs of most reptiles are hatched by the 
heat of the sun, the temperature of the parent 
being too low to accomplish the organic 
changes; and in this class of animals, as in 
plants, solar heat bccomes directly the devel- 
opmental force. The young of all coild- 
blooded animals, from the first moment of 
leaving the shell, must fod their own nour- 
ishment; but birds, afier being hatched, ex- 
cept in a few families, depend still for man 
dsys or weeks upon their parents for food; 
aod the pigeon tribe approximate the mam- 
malia in furnishing a secretion in their crops 
for the young birds when first liberated from 
the shell The embryo mammal, from the 
earliest phase of ite existeece, is nourished by 
ite mother’s body, first by blood through the 
uterus, and then vy [he Mammary secretion; 
aud in this secretion we have a type of true 
aliment. Milk, like eggs, contains all the 
elements requisite to the nutrition, growth 
and development of the avimal. As out ot 
the egg come all the parts of the bird, so by 
milk alone all the orgaus and tissues of the 
apimal system are nourished, and the bulk of 
the youvg mammal is increased with a rap- 
idity while susisting upon milk hardly ever 
equaled at any subsequent period of its life. 

It follows that milk is a highly composite 
fluid, since po other could furuisn putmment 
to 80 great a variety of parts. With physiolo- 
gists and coemists it has long been an inter- 
esting pointto determine what office is per 
formed in the animal economy by the several 
glasses Of food, Whatis the role severally 
of the aibumen, caseine, sugar, vil, ete , con- 
tained in miuk aud exgs. 

Liebeg some thirty years ago came forward 
| with an answer to this _, which 
| seemed so eatiefactory that for a long time 
\ physiologists were hardly disposed to scek 
urther information on the subject. he aci- 
entific world was led captive by the theory. 
It is a too much to say that the minds of 
- men were held by itina sort of fascination. 
A few old teachers, it is true, stood out against 
it, having been too long wedded to their idols, 
of a vital force antagonistic to chemical ac- 
tion, anda principle of sympathy by which 
they explained most of the functions of the 
animal y, to admit this intruder imto the 
domains of iife. Prominent among these 
were Prof. Payne and my old colleague, the 
late Prof. Caldwell, of this city, Toese vet- 
eran physiologists rejected the theory of Lie- 
beg in toto, from its first principle, that any 
vital action could be accounted for by chem- 
istry, to its final deductions, and fought 
against it pugnis et caicibus, unguis et rostro, 
as the learned old professor of Louisville 
would bave expressed it. But the opposition 
was limited to a very small number. The 
great body of phys —— and pbysicians all 
over the world adopted, without limitation, 
the chemical theory as sflording the true ac- 
count of the several offices of food. 

According to this theory all alimentary sub- 
stances are to be referred to one or the other 
of two great classes, the nitrogenous and the 
non-nitrogenous; and of these oue is plastic, the 
other respiratory. Nutrogenous food is strict- 
ly nutritive, forms blood, and 1s for the gen- 
eration of tissues. That which contains no 
nitrogen takes no part in histogenesis, but

Herbivorous animals are nourished by 
the albuminous compounds in their food, and 
kept warm by the abounding oils, -tarch and 
sugar. Thecarnivora, subsisting, upon mat- 
ters highly nitrogenized, but deficient in fat, 
sugar and starcb, maintain their animal heat 
by the oxidation of theirown waste tissues.

Sir Wilson Philip, 
in bis work On indigestion, mentions a patient 
who could digest his toast only when it was 
saturated with batter. It is now well under- 
stood that fat is essential to cell-formation. 
‘The development of nitrogenous tissues them- 
selves cannot take place witbout it. Albumen 
must have oil associated with it in order te 
generate a cell; and consequently the oleagi- 
ncus element appears always combined with 
the albuminous pondole in the germ, animal 
and vegetable. it prevails in nuts, seeds and 
grains; it abounds in milk and is a constitu- 
ent of eggs. To those who have diges- 
tion itis a most acceptabie articie of food; 
and the absence of a relish for itin children 
and young persona is to be regarded with sus- 
picion, indicating, as it does very often, the 
existence of a tubercular diathesis. Fat 
should, therefore, enter liberally into the diet 
of children, as supplying not only the mate- 
rials essential to growtb, but those also which 
are necessary to muscular activity; and where 
the taste for it is wanting, it should, if possi- 
ble, be created by change of air, active exer- 
cise and iron and other tonics, When we en- 
courage childien to eat food rich in oleawi- 
nous matter, we are taking one of the surest 
steps toward the prevention of tubercular 
disease. 


It is hardly reasonable to regard the love of 
variety indiet to whieh reference has been 
made as any other than an expression of the 
apimal] economy as te its wants; and this be- 
ing the case, the appetite, when nat must 
be taken as the best guide in the selection of 
food.

Saccharine matter 
takes an active part in that combustive pro- 
cees which we have seen is the source both of 
animal heat and of muscular activity; aud 
doubtless it aids largely in the maintenance 
of that perpetual motion which is one of the 
characteristics of children. 

In common life we habitually act upon the 
pricciple that the appetite is a trustworthy 
guide, and eat what we like with an assurance 
that it will agree with us ail the better be- 
cause we relish it. Animals in a state of na~ 
ture haye no other monitor. We are quite 
sure that the northern savage acts wisely in 
obeying the desire for articles of food which 
to us would be unwholesome and decidedly 
disgusting; and yet I doubt whether, as a 
profession, we have reached the point of con- 
ceding to children and 
dom in the choice of their diet. Physicians 
still, for the most part, insist up or layivg 
down rules in respéct to what their patients 
eball eat and dick. 
opposite course; and to the question constant- 


ly asked by the sick or their friends, ‘‘What | 
shall I eat?’ my pretty uuiform answer is, | 


“What you like, if you carn get it.’’ Dyspep- 


tics and fever patients, convaiescents and the | 


subjects of chronic complaints, infants and 
adults alike, this is my rnle withail. ‘Take 
your baby to the table,’’ I say to parents 
whose child bas been long ill with sisdera in- 
fantum, *‘and let it make known by signa, if 
Dot abie to tell you, what’it wants. 
tite can inform you with more accuracy than 
all our science what are the needs of its sys- 
tem.” Beefsteak, mutton-chops, fried eggs, 
broiled middling, potatoes, pickies, whisky, 
whatever it shows a decided appetite for, [ 
would give it. There are exceptions, of 
course, but this is the rule; and safe and val- 
uable as I have found it in regard to food, it 
holds with even greater emphasis with respect 
to drinks. Ia no case, I would say, should 
cooling drinks ever be withheld from the 
sick. Of all their cravings thirst is the most 
importunate; and the instinct to breathe is 
not a more infaliible expression of the wants 
of the body parcbed by fever than the desire 
for cold water. 

The fashion of starving patients, which 
raged as a sort of mania in the profession 
tome forty years ago, has happily now passed 
away, and the practice at this time is to feed 

em r. Caldwell, in an eloquent lecture on 
temperance when this mania was at its hight, 
expressed the belief that more mischief was 
done to tbe human race by eating than b 
drinking. In convalesceuts especially morta 
was the dread felt by physicians and nurses of 
relapses from over indulgeace of the appetite. 
Every bad turn was sure to be set down to 
something eaten if the patient took any food 
atall. I remember wella case illustrative of 
this dread of over-feeding, of whieh one of my 
younger brothers was the subject. He was 
recovering from remittent. fever, and had so 
far regained bis strength as to be able to tot- 
ter to the office where I was studying medi- 
cine. His appetite had returned, and the day 
on which he ventured out of his room he had 
eaten of chicken-pie at dinner. The follow- 
ing day be had a chill, succeeded by fever, an 
intermittent having pean y supervened. I 
had attended my first course of medical lec- 


tures, and had just beevu reading Armstrong | 
on Fevers, whose account of scruple-doses of | 


calomel in such affections had delighted me. 
Such a dose, therefore, I decided wy brother 
should have, and without waiting for the 
advice of my father it wasadmivistered. The 
next day my patient was prostrated. Inces- 
sant nausea and vomiting followed the oper- 
ation of the calomel, and for some days ‘we 
feared he would die from exhaustion. My 
father, according to the theory of the times, 
ascribed the relapse, with ali its attendant 
dangers, to the chicken-pie; and on the re- 
covery of my brother congratulated me on 
having given the timely cathartic. It would 
have been a vast relief to my feelings, while 
my brother was lylog apparently at death’s 
door, had I been able to “lay that flattering 
unction to my soul;’’ but I was not able. 
Kven then [ cagid nut see the case with my 
father’s eyes, and his compliment to my prac- 
tice sounded to me very much likeireny. I 
had «st the time a strong suspicion, which 
emounts now to a thorough conviction, that 
it-was not the dinner but my medicine which 
wrought the evil, 


In.nearly all acute diseases there is failuré 
of appetute; and in cases of long duration it 
becomes amost impertant problem now to 
pustain the vital powers of the patient. Mal- 
titudes doubtless died of inanition when it 
was the practiceto let them he for weeks 
without nourishment, just as men in health 
would have perished under the same circum- 
stances. Safe asit is generally to follow na- 
lure, iu cases like this we must disregard her 
admovitions. The waste of tissues is so rapid 
in all diseases of a high temperature that nu- 
tiiment becomes essential to life; men in this

consequence, In tion of their diet 
we must be directed by judgment. Children 
weuld perish from improper food if not gov- 
erned by their parents. And if necessary to 
use discretion im health, how much more 
necessary must the exercise of judgment be 
in sickness, where instinct is less reliable! 
At 4 certain ular articles of food are 
not digestible; as starch, for example, in 
early infancy. if farinaceous food be given to 
a child under five or six months, it 1s not di- 
gested, —- the absence of saliva; and 
the same holds good in the case of a sick man 
with adry mouth; amylaceous food is not 
suited to his condition. 

Diet much to do with the 
physical and social character of a 
people. Their vigor of body and strength 
of mind both depend much on what they feed 
on. He thinks he can generally tell what a 
man eats by his looks. He was once visiting 
a family the members of which were sallow, 

hin, anemic to a degree that excited his sur- 
prise; but he ceased to wonder that they 
looked so badly when he sat down to breakfast 
with them next morning, to a repast consist- 
ing of midaling, corn- bread end raw onion 
Dr. Rush said that he was often unable to as 
certain what was the trouble with his patients 
until he had dined with them. one ocea- 
sion he found a dyspeptic bolting. his f 
‘T bis explained the origin of his disease. 

Not only children, but adults often take 
more f than the system requires; and indi- 
poten, headache, palpitation, etc., follow, 

f uot apopiexies, rheumatism and premature 
: e@ aged, as their powers of mastica- 
tion fail, are compelled to exercise caution in 
respect to their diet. Would 
dyspeptic, who has brought on his 

a certain manner of living, to continue the in- 
jurious food? Or dllow the convalescent from 
typhoid fever to take solid food, knowing the 
intestines to be liable to perforation from 
slight inorease of taltic action? 
Or induige is appetite for 
ilk, knowing how apt it is to coagulate into 
indigestible mass of caseine? He thinks no 
one who has seen much of this disease cau have 
failed to note results from indiscretions 
of diet. But typhoid fever is far from being 
the only disorder in which errors of diet are 
pernicious. There is scarcely a human mal- 
ady which may not be a vated by food, 
and that too of the patient’s own choosing. 

On the otber hand, there are doubtless 
cases in which patients bave taken food of a 
ferbidden kind and yet were benefited by it; 
every practitioner must have met with them; 
cases in which kraut, buttermilk, honey, etc., 
were eaten with advantage, During the late 
war a physician, usually very corpuient, was 
exceedingly emaciated by diarrhea. His skin 
wee entirely toolarge for his body, He had 
been living on salt bacov, hard-tack, and bad 
water. Dr. W. advised him to go where he 
could get milk, eggs, cabbage, turnups, and 
fruits, and take no medicine, In three weeks 
he returned, plump and well; he had followed 
his instructions to the letter. But to infer 
from one such instance that these articles are 
allowable in every case of diarrhea, would be 
as illogical as to assume that, because they 
burt some other patient, they were there- 
fore never to be given to the sick. A diligent 
inquiry, he strongly suspects, would show 
that more sick people have been injured than 
benetited by such a diet, He does not think 
{hat milk is a better dict than beef-tea for the 
sick. His impression is that the curd formed by 
milk is indigestible, and often oppresses the 
stomach. Bees tea, as generally made, is dis- 
gusting; but if properly made, be has found it 
more acceptable to pati¢uig thay anything 
else. 

it what we read and hear of yellow fever is 
to be relied on, the majority of patients would 
be destroyed if we allowed them to gratify 
their instincts for food. During early conva- 
leecence from this fever patienta@are clamor- 
ous for food, and yet if it is given, fatal yvomut- 
ing follows.

‘¢ Principles’ and ** Measures,» 

We find ourselves taken to task for 
stating—what we desire to repest in the 
most emphatic manner and to illustrate as 
we are able—that party politics is a bun- 
dle of “measures,” not a set of “princi- 
ples;” that “principles” are fundamental 
truths in morality and in government, 
recognized by all men and accepted by all 
parties that profess allegiance to the same 
system, monarchical or republican, as the 
case may be; and that the effort to square 
the conduct of a political organization by 
a succession of “measures,” which are 
persistently miscailed “principles,” is of 
dangerous tendency, affording rare oppor- 
tunities to the bold and unscrupulous 
demagogue and confusing the minds of 
plain people, whose interests are best cared 
tor by free and simple investigation, rid of 
cant and shams of every description. 

To be sure there is no gainsaying the 
axiom that we should do right though the 
heavens fall. Who doubts it? No one 
questions it. Every one concedes it. But 
the moment the ftervid patriot begins to 
extol his own virtues and depreciate your 
virtues he asserts the old, worn-out scrap 
of Latinity with the yehemence of one 
who 1s inspired by the fell spirit of contra- 
diction. It is you who are gone astray. 
It is himself that has not gone astray, but, 
regardless of everything, 1s resolved to do 
right though the heavens fall. What is this 
but bathos of the flimsiest kind ? 

There are many methods of doing right 
just as there are many methods of doing 
wrong. But the ardent disciple of certain 
“measures,” which he calls “principles,” 
must needs lay down one fixed rule by 
which every one must square his conduct 
or be damned. This rule is not necessari- 
ly a “‘principle” or even an organic law. 
It is merely the tps¢ dérit of him who pre- 
scribes it. lt is one man’s assertion of 
how to do right “though the heavens fall.” 
The mode may be casy to him. But it 
may be difficult to you. He may believe 
in it, You may not. Who is w decide 
the matter? There is no standard. The 


thing is muddled between you, and each | 


goes away with the notion that the other 
isaknave or atool. This shuts out all 
investigation. Yetit is false. Both may 


? think they are right; and, in nine cases out 


of ten, itis the question otf “principle’— 
on which the two are disagreed and there- 
tore intolerant one of the other—where 
nothing was really mvolved but a differ- 
ence of opinion as to a particular measure, 
and, perhaps, nothing more than a mere 
matter of information. 

Truth is a “principle.” But there are 
divers ways of employing it and constru- 
ipg it. Chastity is a “principle,” but that 
which is chaste in one country is unchaste 
in another. Monarchy is a “principle” 
and republicanism is a “principle;”’ but not 
the particular and changing measures that 
enter into monarchical or republican gov- 


_ ernment. Slavery used to be a Democratic 


“measure.” It is so no longer. Yet it was, 
according to partisan parlance, a “prin- 
ciple.’ If “principles” (i. e., measures) 


never change, how about the changes that | 
have come over every political organism | 


in the world, and that within the experi- 
ence of hving men? Do not our circum- 
stances, do not our appetites, do not our 
very temperaments and moods uxdergo 
vicissitudes that affect the entire mental, 
bodily and moral nature? 

In Kentucky the Democratic party held 
out against the “principle” of negro sulf- 
irage. In Tennessee the same party 
adopted the “measure” of negro suffrage. 
In one State it is a “principle.” In another 
State it isa “measure.” How shall plain 
people reconcile such a condition of things? 
There seems but one way, and that in- 
volyes the distinction between “princi- 
ples” and 
sought to explain. “State rights” are 
a series Of “measures” which we regard as 
essential to local government. “Centrali- 
zation” is a “measure” which the Radicals 
hold to be essential to Federal Government. 
But both parties affect devotion to the 
“principle” of Republican government, 
und they are equally vociferous im calling 
in our familiar but somewhat seedy friend, 
Itvat Calum. Suppose we descend a 
world or two and terce the highialutin 
demagogue to descend with us; suppose 
we discuss these ‘‘measures’” in a more 
business-like way, denuded of the grand 
and lofty air of “principle,” with which 
cunping mountebanks would invest them;

Are we less honest? 

We must disrobe truth of the trappings 
of pretense by which sharpers seek to sur- 
round apd obscure it. We must suppress 
the eloquent hypocnite and the professional 
make-believe, We must argue “measures,” 
standing upon “principles,” which are so 
plain and so assured as to need go invoca- 
tion; and so long as we are truthful and

pect us of being “unprincipled.”

The Soldiers Join the Citizens. 

The batteries of mitrailleuses were soon 
Surrounded by asgry groups, who demanded 
to kuow why the authorities distrusted the 
people, and if it was their intention to mas- 
gacre them. The soldiers when asked 
if they meant to fire upon the citizens 
made no reply and soou a _ general 

. fraternization commeneed. The people were 
allowed to draw the mitrailleases aside and to 
ascend the hights.

Gen. Faron was surrounded for several 
hours by the mob io Montmartre. His troops 
proved faithful. They charged it and took 
three barricades, using the bayonet, and fi- 
pally cut their way out and escaped.

Abandoned by their men, they were made 
prisoners by the rioters, and are now detained 
in the Chatteau Rouge.

HARD WORDS. 


A Pen Picture of the House 
During the Squabble “ 
on ‘Thursday. 


How Butler Loeked as He Gritted 
fis Teeth and Full-Meon- 
ed His Crescent, 


And Hew Blaine Went For Him. 


{Special Telegraphic Correspondence of the Cou- 
rier-Journal. 


Wasnrxneton, March 16.—The disioatezra- 
tion and demorslization which have been 
going on ia the Republican party in Congress 
since the 4th of March received a forcible 
illustration to-day io one of the most extra- 
ordinary scenes eyer cnacted in the House of 
Representatives. Not only was the Speaker 
compelled to leave bis chair and defend him- 
self on the floor of the House from a severe 
areault made upon him by Gen. Butler, but 
five Republican members arose in their seats 
and declined to serve on the special commit- 
tee to investigate the South, which had been 
sppointed yesterday. For two hours there 
was a storm of bitterness, invective, crimina- 
tion and recrimination, charges of tnckery 
and faleehood, of corruption and sian- 
der, between the Republicans, who have 
split on the policy to be pursued 
in legisiation, that has never been equalled in 
the party ranks in Congress. Tne Democratic 
members poured into the main aisies and 
viewed and listened with astonishment to a 
scene soremarkable that Gen. Butler, eyea, 
denounced it ss disgraceful to the party, 
House and country, That side, however, did 
not participate in the debate, but seemed 
willing that the Republicans should fight it 
out on their present line, even if it protract- 
edthe session all summer. The gallerics 
were quite full, and enjoyed the display by 
bursts of applause aud roars of laughter, 
The occasion was on a letter which Gen. But- 
ler had addressed tothe Republicans of the 
Forty-second Congress, giving eight reasons 
why he should pot abide by the decision of 
the House yesterday on the Southern 
question, and denouncing that action as 
being the result of a legislative trick planned 
by the Speaker and carried into effert by 
thirty or forty Republicans, who acted with 
‘he Democrats for that purpose. ‘This Ictter 
Was not Only published in the Administration 
paper here this morning, but was printed in a 
circular form and distributed on the desks of 
every member and Senator. The feelivg 
among the Republicans at this step was very 


‘bitter, and it contained s0 mavy misstate- 


ments of fact that it was generally assailed. 
Butler was not content with writing the let- 
ter, but, in pursuance of his purpose to break 
up the committee of which he bad been made 
chairman, came into the House aud, taking 
vdvantage of a personal denial of the charge 
made by Judge Kelly, launched fnto a debate 
to reiterate every one cof the propositions 
which he had made in this lettet. 

Finally, the Speaker took the floor 
to answer Batler’s charge against him, and 
he proceeded, with much feeling and great 
force, to give the Massachusetts member a 
severe and caustic scathing. He not only 
couvicted Butler of falsehood out of his own 
mouth, but proved to the satisfaction of all 
present that Butler had aitered the record to 
suit his own purpose. On the first point he 
inquired of Butler if he did not know that the 
Speaker wrote the resolution for the special 
committee. Butler replied that he bad ne 
euch juformation. 

The Speakcr replied, “‘Why, sir, I wrote it 
and iaeed it to you’ myseif, and you «ug- 
gested an amendment that the exvenses cf it 
be paid outot the contingent fund of the 
House,” 

butler was the very picture of rage 
announcement.

On the second point,-Butler had charged fn 


his letter that only twenty or thirty Repubh- 
cans had yoted with the Democrats for this 
committee, whereas the record showed that 
fifty-eight, or more than a majority of all, had 
so voted. Butler had further charged that the 
Speaker bad coerced Republicans to vote for 
the committee; whereupon the Jatier cailea 
on any member to rise aud state if Such was 
the fact, and if not to forever hold his peace. 
Not a member rose; but Butler, from his seat, 
spitefully reiterated his statement. The 
Speaker, in the course of his speech, charged 
that Butler would have preveuted his nomina- 
tion in the caacus, and, if he cuuld have ob- 
tained a respectable minority to go with him, 
he would have Jed them, just as he did the 
rebels in the Charleston Convention in 15u. 

Asto the Speaker having played a trick 
upon the House, Mr. Blaine said: “‘I despise 
aud spit upon the assertion, and denounce 
his s.wsolence in questioning.my rightto ofler 
a resoluuuon. 

Butier starled out from bis seat in a rage, 
“It was a trick; I reiterate it, sir, it 
a trick.’ 

Blaine replicd—“I consider this 
cuvert iusuli to the Speaker, and as one of 
the micanest, most contew puble ard most un- 
fair and upjust attacks 
made.’’ 

A pound ofapplause greeted the sentiment. 

Butler arose, and for a moment seemed 
80 euraged as to be unable tospeak. Order 
having been restored, he went ahead in a 
herce reply, declaring that, for ways that are 
dark and tricks th atc vain, there’s none 
like the Speaker, which the same [ now rise 
to maintain. Any gentieman, said Butler, 
cau make thberhyme. He proceeded to reit- 
erate every clarge made tn that letter, espe- 
cially dwelling on the coalitaon formed with 
the Democrats, and finally winding up by 
stating that the Speaker of the House had no 
sympathy for legislation to protect Southern 
loyalists, but had used bis best efforts to force 
land-grants and other jobs through this 
House. 

Name them, said Mr. Blaine, 

I can’t name one, but all of them. 

it is a base calumny, said the Speaker; it is 
wholly false. 

Butler went on to speak of this disgraceful 
scene, ani said it had been his desire to keep 
it out of Congress by putting his letter in the 
newspapers. He thought, as Blaine had been 
a member of the press-ganug, that he should 
have done the same, and not spoken from a 
wooden seat through a wooden head. 

Four other Republicans, who bad been ap- 
pointed on the committee, severally arose aud 
asked to be excused, andi the House excused 
them; and then, amid a general scene of ex 
citement, the House adjourned. 

While all this was going on, the Republi- 
can Senators inthe other end of the capitol 
were deciding in favor of Butler’s Kuklux 
bill, aud that there should be a session of Con- 
gress to considerit. So the irrepressible con- 
firct between the Republicans on this question 
is fairly inaugurated.

Upon belog presented Mr, Wade 
eaid: ‘‘Mr. President—We are commussioners 
of the United States charged with the 
duty of making certain inquiries touch- 
ieg the state and condition of the 
Dominican Republic, with the view to the 
possibility of more intimate relations be- 
tween the two Republics than have hitherto 
existed, and, having performed that duty, we 
were reluctant to leave this beautiful island 
without doing ourselves the honor of calling 
avd paying our respects to the President of 
the Haytien Republic: and we.desire to ex- 
press Our hope that the same friendly and 
amicable relations that have so long animated 
the people of both nations may long continue. 
In doing this we but express the sincere sen- 
timents of the President and people of the 
United States 

To this President Sagel replied, that he 
gladly ke es the pig of triendstip 
expressed Mr. Wade, and he would do al 
in bis power to aid their researches.
